Warrant  for  Town  Meeting. 


To  Wm.  E.   Winslow,  a  Constable   in  the  Town  of  Fal- 
mouth, in  the  County  of  Cumberland, 

Greeting  : 

In  the  name  of  the  State  of  Maine,  you  are  hereby  re- 
quired to  notify  and  warn  the  inhabitants  of  the  said  Town 
of  Falmouth,  qualified  to  vote  in  town  affairs,  to  meet  at 
the  town  house  in  said  town,  on  the  seventh  day  of  March, 
1904,  at  nine  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  to  act  on  the  following 
articles,  to  wit : 

First.    To  choose  a  Moderator  to  preside  at  said  meeting. 

Second.    To  choose  a  clerk  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Third.  To  hear  and  act  upon  the  reports  of  the  Select- 
men, Overseers  of  the  Poor,  Assessors,  Treasurer  and 
Superintendent  of  Schools. 

Fourth.  To  choose  all  other  necessary  Town  Officers  for 
the  ensuing  year. 

Fifth.  To  see  if  the  town  will  grant  and  raise  such  sums 
of  money  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  maintenance  and  sup- 
port of  schools,  and  the  poor,  and  the  repairs  of  roads  and 
bridges,  and  to  defray  all  other  necessary  town  charges  for 
the  ensuing  year. 

Sixth.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  regard 
to  the  pay  of  Town  Officers. 

Seventh.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  charge  inter- 
est, and  how  much  per  cent.,  on  all  taxes  not  paid  within  a 
stated  time  from  the  time  of  commitment. 

Eighth,  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  abate  the  tax  of 
A-  P.  Andersen  for  the  year  1903. 
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Ninth.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  one  hundred 
dollars  for  the  repairs  of  State  road,  or  act  anything  relative 
thereto. 

Tenth.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen 
to  sell  the  Simon  F.  Chase  property  on  such  terms  as  they 
may  deem  to  be  for  the  interest  of  the  town  and  to  execute 
and  deliver  for  and  in  behalf  of  the  town,  proper  deeds  for 
the  same,  or  act  anything  relative  thereto. 

Eleventh.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  maintain 
school  No.  8,  as  recommended  by  the  Superintending 
School  Committee. 

Twelfth.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  pay  one  of  the 
outstanding  town  notes,  and  raise  money  for  the  same. 

Thirteenth.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in 
relation  to  the  claim  of  C.  E.  Clifford. 

Fourteenth.  Upon  request  of  H.  M.  Pay  son  and  Dr. 
Woodard,  to  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  make  special  im- 
provement on  northwesterly  portion  of  Waites  Landing 
road,  and  raise  money  for  the  same. 

Fifteenth.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept  the  list 
of  Jurors  as  prepared  by  the  Selectmen,  Treasurer  and 
Town  Clerk. 

Sixteenth.  Upon  request  of  J.  Hopkins  Smith,  to  see  if 
the  town  will  vote  to  re-establish  the  bounds  of  the  East- 
erly portion  of  the  old  road  leading  to  Muscle  Cove  Creek. 

The  Selectmen  give  notice  that  they  will  be  in  session  for 
the  purpose  of  correcting  the  list  of  voters  in  said  town, 
and  hearing  and  deciding  upon  the  application  of  persons 
claiming  to  have  their  names  entered  upon  said  list,  at  the 
town  office,  at  eight  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  on  the  day  of 
said  meeting.

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SCHOOL  REPORT. 


Your  Superintendent  respectfully  submits  the  following 
report :  - 

On  investigation,  I  found  as  good  a  course  of  study  as 
the  best  educators  could  devise  was  legally  adopted  as  ours, 
viz.  :  the  course  as  laid  out  by  W.  W.  Stetson.  I  also 
learned  that  the  above  fact  was  not  generally  known.  I 
proceeded  at  once  to  make  it  known  and  put  the  printed 
directions  for  the  course  of  study  in  the  hands  of  all  teach- 
ers, officially  notifying  them  that  the  course  must  be  care- 
fully followed  and  thorough  work  done. 

Emphasis  was  placed  on  the  fact  that,  not  the  amount 
gone  over,  but  the  amount  of  practical  knowledge  would  be 
the  test  of  good  work  done ;  so  all  pupils  were  required  to 
review  work  previously  done.  The  wisdom  of  this  require- 
ment was  questioned  by  many,  but  the  excellent  work  done 
in  all  of  the  schools  has  proved  the  utility  of  it. 

The  plan  of  ranking  the  school  on  neatness,  punctuality, 
deportment  and  endeavor,  together  with  a  careful  enforce- 
ment of  the  truant  law,  has  helped  greatly  in  making  the 
school  room  the  neat,  pleasant  place  it  ought  to  be,  as  well 
as  to  give  the  largest  possible  average  attendance  which  has 
been  much  larger  than  the  preceding  year. 

A  great  deal  of  hard,  earnest  work  has  been  done  in  all 
of  the  schools  with  the  most  gratifying  results.  As  a  rule 
parents,  teachers  and  pupils  have  worked  harmoniously  to- 
gether. 
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No.  4,  during  the  last  of  the  spring  term  had  a  trial  of 
insubordination  that  made  the  last  three  weeks  of  little 
value,  but  a  change  of  teachers  resulted  in  success  and  good 
progress  for  the  rest  of  the  year.  No  change  of  teachers 
has  been  necessary  in  any  other  school. 

Miss  Wilson  in  No.  1,  did  careful,  thorough  work  for  two 
terms,  and  her  successor,  Mrs.  E.  W.  Graham,  is  doing 
equally  as  well. 

Mrs.  Gerow  is  a  teacher  of  energy  and  experience  and 
has  had  her  usual  success. 

Miss  Colley  in  No.  3,  in  practical.,  thorough  work  has  no 
superior  in  our  schools,  and  her  assistant  deserves  great 
praise  for  her  careful,  faithful  work. 

No.  4  has  made  excellent  progress  with  Malcolm Winslow 
as  teacher.    He  is  a  promising  young  teacher. 

No.  5  has  not  been  as  satisfactory  as  one  could  wish 
partly  because  of  the  irregular  attendance,  standing  in  that 
respect  the  lowest  of  any  in  town.  However,  much  good 
work  was  done.  Especially  worthy  of  mention  was  the 
perfect  discipline  mantained  throughout  the  year. 

No.  6  is  a  restless,  uneasy  school,  not  noted  for  hard  work 
done,  but  the  teachers  have  worked  hard  and  faithfully  and 
good  progress  has  been  made  notwithstanding  the  low  rank 
in  deportment. 

No.  7,  though  too  large  for  one  teacher  to  do  the  best 
possible  work,  has  had  a  year  that  has  given  perfect  satis- 
faction. Teacher  and  pupils  have  worked  together  in  per- 
fect harmony,  to  get  the  most  possible  out  of  each  day. 
The  amount  and  character  of  the  work  done  are  equal  to 
any  in  town. 

No.  8  has  been  fortunate  in  having  a  teacher  whose 
thorough  scholarship  and  ability  are  unquestioned,  but  un- 
fortunate in  having  some  parents  who  do  not  see  the  impor- 
tance of  an  education  and  so  have  kept  their  scholars  out 
or  sent  them  so  irregularly  as  to  make  good  progress  impos- 
sible. 
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No.  9  has  enjoyed  the  services  of  one  of  the  best  teach- 
ers, and  the  large  average  attendance  (the  largest  of  any 
with  one  exception,  No.  12)  has  made  it  possible  for  her  to 
do  a  work  very  gratifying  in  its  results. 

No.  10  had  the  name  of  being  hard  but  Miss  Morrison 
was  just  the  one  for  that  school,  so  harmony  and  good 
progress  has  been  the  result. 

Miss  Huston  has  completed  her  third  year  in  No.  12  with 
gratifying  success.  This  school  has  maintained  the  highest 
average  of  any  school  in  town  and  stands  with  two  others, 
Nos.  7  and  9,  as  the  only  schools  where  no  truants  have 
been  reported. 

The  influence  of  the  truant  law  has  been  applied  in  eight- 
een different  instances.  Looking  after  all  these  truants 
has  taken  much  time  and  care  but  parents  have  generally 
been  willing  to  comply  with  the  law  when  they  knew  it  was 
to  be  impartially  enforced.  The  enforcement  of  this  law  is 
a  step  in  the  right  direetion  and  should  be  supported  by 
every  good  citizen. 

Unused  books  have  been  taken  from  several  schools  and 
used  as  they  were  needed  in  others,  so  the  fewest  possible 
number  have  been  bought  making  it  possible  to  use  much  of 
the  appropriation  in  putting  in  the  needed  and  highly  prized 
Frye's  G.  S.  Geographies  to  take  the  place  of  the  old 
Natural. 

A  good  practical  beginners'  grammar  is  much  needed  to 
displace  the  Tarbell's  Language  books  now  in  use. 

A  change  in  writing  books  is  demanded  as  the  tendency 
is  to  go  back  to  the  natural  slant  in  writing.  This  change 
can  be  made  without  cost  to  the  town. 

The  record  of  the  year  is  hard,  painstaking  work  on  the 
part  of  the  teachers  and  pupils  and  not  one  failure. 

The  schools  have  been  visited  from  one  to  four  times  each 
term  and  there  is  need  of  still  more  of  the  Superintendent's 
time  in  the  schoolroom.  In  the  examination  of  classes  in 
the  larger  schools,  at  least  two  days  each  term  should  be 
given.  Of  course  it  would  cost  the  town  a  little  more  but 
it  would  pay  well  in  the  end. 
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RECOMMENDATIONS. 

For  several  schools,  viz.,  Nos.  1,  2,  3,  4,  9  and  10,  the 
same  teachers  should  be  secured  for  the  coming  year  if 
possible. 

I  feel  sure  that  more  male  teachers  are  needed  in  town. 
Nos.  4,  6  and  7  ought  to  be  thus  supplied. 

The  town  should  vote  to  continue  school  No.  8  which 
now  stands  suspended  because  of  falling  below  the  average 
of  eight  scholars. 

The  town  should  also  vote  to  change  the  writing  books  to 
the  Natural  Slant,  as  these  are  fast  coming  into  use. 

That  some  of  the  pupils  nearest  to  No.  .8  be  sent  there 
instead  of  to  No.  7.  Such  a  course  would  result  in  mutual 
good  to  both  schools. 

Any  grievance  in  regard  to  any  school  or  teacher  should 
be  reported  directly  to  the  Superintendent  at  the  time  of 
dissatisfaction. 

All  pupils  having  satisfactorily  completed  the  course  of 
study  should  graduate  by  proper  exercises  and  diplomas 
furnished  by  the  town. 

REPAIRS. 

It  was  necessary  to  use  the  most  of  the  appropriation  on 
No.  10,  to  make  the  house  comfortable  for  fall  and  winter. 
Minor  repairs  have  been  made  on  other  houses  as  needed.

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SCHOOL  REPORT. 


To  the  School  Committee  and  Citizens  of  Falmouth : — 

In  accordance  with  your  custom,  the  following  report  is 
respectfully  submitted  : 

TEACHERS. 

At  the  present  time  twelve  teachers  are  employed. 
There  have  been  some  changes  in  our  corps  of  teachers  in 
the  year  just  past.  Miss  Annette  W.  Libby  was  transferred 
from  No.  7  to  No.  10.  Mr.  D.  W.  Lunt  was  chosen  teach- 
er at  No.  7.  Miss  Lottie  M.  Morrison  was  transferred 
from  No.  10  to  No.  6.  Miss  Evelyn  Kahrs  resigned  at 
close  of  the  spring  term.  Mr.  Malcolm  Winslow  also  re- 
signed at  close  of  the  spring  term.  Miss  Edith  H.  Huston 
was  selecte^  for  No.  4.  Marion  Hamilton  was  chosen 
assistant  at  No.  3.  Miss  Augusta  Newbegin  resigned  at 
the  close  of  the  fall  term  and  Miss  Sadie  Larrabee  was 
chosen  at  No.  12. 

The  average  salary  of  teachers  of  Falmouth  is  $7.97  per 
week.  Our  teachers,  taken  collectively,  are  deserving  of 
great  credit.  They  are  well  educated  whether  taken  from 
a  professional  or  literary  standpoint.  The  teaching  force 
is  one  of  the  most  valuable  parts  of  the  school  system  and 
it  behooves  the  town's  people  to  give  these  teachers  not 
only  intelligent  criticism,  but  hearty  support.  That  teach- 
ers like  everyone  else  make  mistakes,  no  one  denies,  but  as 
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a  body  I  believe  the  teachers  of  Falmouth  are  rendering 
excellent  service. 

Teachers  are  urged  to  visit  the  pupils  in  their  homes. 
Parents  and  citizens  are  earnestly  requested  to  visit  the 
schools. 

WRITING. 

It  is  safe  to  say  that  the  child  of  to-day  writes  ten  times 
as  much  as  the  child  of  the  olden  time.  Not  so  much  at- 
tention is  paid  to  ornamentation  as  formerly.  The  children 
are  trained  to  write  a  simple  legible  hand,  with  a  fair  rate 
of  speed.  While  the  vertical  system  is  very  legible  it  is 
actually  a  system  of  printing  and  therefore  slower  to  write 
than  a  system  with  some  slant.  It  was  thought  advisable 
by  the  committee  at  the  beginning  of  the  school  year,  to 
change  the  system  of  writing  in  use  in  our  schools  from  the 
vertical  to  the  medial  slant.  The  medial  is  believed  to  in- 
crease the  rapidity  of  the  handwriting  of  the  children  with- 
out interfering  with  the  essential  qualities  of  legibility. 
The  medial  is  a  system  constructed  on  a  slant  half-way  be- 
tween the  vertical  and  the  Spencerian  systems.  It  is  gen- 
erally being  used  throughout  the  country.  The  pupils 
found  but  little  difficulty  in  making  the  change  from  verti- 
cal to  medial  slant. 

DISCIPLINE. 

The  foundation  of  a  school  as  of  society,  is  law  and 
order.  I  have  found  that  most  pupils  really  prefer  order 
to  disorder,  firmness  to  weakness,  law  to  lawlessness. 
There  have  been  but  very  few  cases  of  corporal  punishment 
during  my  connection  with  your  schools.  One  of  the  main 
objects  of  the  teacher  should  be  to  lead  the  pupils  to  do 
right  from  a  sense  of  duty  and  self-respect  rather  than  from 
fear  of  punishment.  When  everything  else  fails  apply  the 
rod  is  the  instruction  given  your  teachers. 
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ATTENDANCE. 

The  school  at  No.  10  was  closed  the  last  of  the  fall  term 
owing  to  epidemic  of  scarlet  fever  in  that  section  and  at 
this  writing  the  school  is  still  in  session,  the  winter  term 
being  twelve  weeks  to  make  up  for  time  lost  in  the  fall. 
Owing  to  the  severity  of  the  winter,  measles  and  local 
colds  the  attendance  has  not  been  as  good  as  desired.  No. 
3  was  closed  four  weeks  on  acccount  of  the  measles  and  at 
this  writing  is  in  session.  There  have  been  many  cases  of 
tardiness  in  some  of  the  schools.  If  parents  and  pupils 
would  consider  the  true  significance  of  habitual  tardiness 
there  would  be  fewer  tardy  marks  on  our  registers. 
Punctuality  is  one  of  the  mechanical  virtues,  valuable  in 
itself  because  of  its  influence  upon  the  character  of  the  indi- 
vidual himself.  The  habit  of  being  tardy  is  a  slovenly  one 
and  is  followed  by  inaccurate  thinking.  For  the  sake  of 
the  individual,  to  say  nothing  of  the  harm  done  to  others, 
punctual  attendance  should  be  insisted  upon  by  parents  as 
well  as  teachers.  The  schools  at  No.  1  and  No.  2  were 
given  an  additional  work  by  the  teachers  without  pay,  for 
time  lost  during  the  winter  and  fall. 


SCHOOL  BUILDINGS. 

Nearly  all  of  the  buildings  are  in  first  class  condition. 
There  has  been  a  marked  improvement  in  the  conditions  of 
the  out-buildings  although  we  have  not  yet  reached  perfec- 
tion. The  ceiling  in  No.  1  needs  attention.  The  black- 
boards in  No.  1,  No.  10  and  No.  12  have  been  re-stained 
and  put  into  excellent  condition.  I  believe  it  should 
be  the  policy  of  the  town  to  employ  a  (pupil)  janitor  for 
each  building.  Teachers  are  unable  to  get  to  the  building 
early  enough  to  build  the  fire  and  have  the  room  warm 
enough  for  comfort  at  the  beginning  of  the  session.  Jani- 
tors are  employed  at  some  of  the  buildings. 
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TEXT-BOOKS. 

Owing  to  the  change  in  Geographies  made  during  last 
year,  it  has  been  necessary  to  expend  about  $30.00  in  order 
to  have  enough  books  to  supply  the  needs  of  the  pupils. 
This  is  the  only  expenditure  for  text  books  during  my  con- 
nections with  the  schools. 

During  the  coming  year  we  shall  need  to  purchase  gram- 
mars and  readers  as  the  supply  is  not  equal  to  the  demand. 
I  believe  we  should  purchase  necessities  and  not  luxuries  in 
the  matter  of  text  books.  Strict  economy  has  been  prac- 
tised in  the  general  school  supplies,  yet  each  school  has 
been  furnished  with  necessary  supplies. 

IN  GENERAL. 

We  are  at  present  paying  at  the  rate  of  about  $1,000  per 
year  to  other  towns  for  tuition  for  pupils  attending  high 
schools.  There  are  in  round  numbers  forty  students  at- 
tending high  schools.  I  believe  we  should  be  very  careful 
not  to  recommend  pupils  for  high  school  work  before  they 
are  fitted  for  such  work. 

Our  teachers  are  being  impressed  with  the  dignity  and 
importance  of  this  work.  They  are  learning  that  the  child  is 
the  most  intricate,  the  most  interesting  and  the  most  import- 
ant problem  in  the  world  ;  that  education  is  the  supreme  con- 
cern of  human  life ;  that  teaching  is  the  profoundest 
science,  the  highest  art,  the  noblest  profession  ;  and  that  it 
is  possible  for  every  school  to  do  all  that  people  of  common 
sense  expect  of  it  provided  the  teachers  know  how  to  teach. 

They  are  learning,  too,  that  the  teacher  must  make  the 
most  careful  preparation  for  her  work  ;  that  the  best  teach- 
ing is  by  her  character  and  example  ;  that  as  the  teacher  is 
the  school  is,  as  the  school  is  the  child  is,  as  the  child  is 
the  world  will  be.  In  reading  we  are  choosing  matter  of 
value,  either  as  information  or  as  literature.  As  a  rule,  in 
lower  grades  pupils  learn  to  read,  and  in  higher  grades  they 
read  to  learn.  We  are  trying  to  secure  good  expression, 
good  tones  and  good  enunciation.  In  arithmetic  we  are  try- 
ing to  omit  the  puzzles  and  to  teach  pupils  to  do  problems 
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occurring  in  every  day  life  and  to  perform  operations  cor- 
rectly and  quickly.  Clear  explanations  and  good  figures 
are  insisted  on,  and  diagrams  are  much  used.  Spelling  is 
taught  by  written  and  oral  methods.  Special  attention  is 
given  to  the  spelling  in  every  written  lesson.  In  geography 
teachers  have  been  instructed  to  omit  unimportant  geo- 
graphical features  ;  to  require  original  thinking  as  well  as 
memorizing.  In  language  and  grammar  the  aim  has  been 
to  secure  correct  expression  of  thought.  Every  lesson  is 
made  an  exercise  in  the  use  of  good  English.  Letter-writ- 
ing, business  and  social  forms,  declamations,  etc.,  are  all 
included  in  the  language  work.  American  History  is  taught 
by  the  topic  method,  using  a  text-book,  stories  and  by 
reading. 

We  are  teaching  physiology  to  some  extent,  and  inci- 
dentally hygiene.  The  wise  law  of  the  State  requiring  that 
ten  minutes  of  each  week  be  devoted  to  instruction  in 
regard  to  the  effects  of  alcoholic  drinks,  stimulants  and 
narcotics,  is  observed.  A  few  minutes  of  each  week  is 
given  to  special  exercises,  consisting  of  reciting  in  concert 
quotations,  drills  in  mental  arithmetic,  physical  culture, 
local  geography  and  local  history.  Each  school  has  received 
from  3  to  5  visits  per  term.  Under  the  old  method  of  visit- 
ing schools  during  the  first  and  last  weeks  it  offers  no  oppor- 
tunity of  suggestion  by  the  Superintendent  or  seeing  that 
the  suggestions  are  carried  out.  I  believe  that  each  school 
should  be  regarded  as  a  separate  business  proposition.  The 
supervision  of  schools  is  as  much  a  profession  as  law,  medi- 
cine or  the  ministry.  Every  nook  and  corner  of  this  broad 
land  demands  certain  qualifications  of  its  teachers,  why  not 
demand  the  same  kind  of  qualifications  of  a  superintendent, 
who  is  to  have  control  of  them? 

My  work  as  Superintendent  of  your  schools  has  been  very 
pleasant.  I  thank  the  teachers,  school  committee  and  peo- 
ple most  kindly  for  their  confidence,  co-operation  and 
courtesy.

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SCHOOL  REPORT. 


To  the  School  Committee  and  Citizens  of  Falmouth : — 

In  accordance  with  your  custom  the  following  report  is  respct- 
fully  submitted. 

TEACHERS. 

During  the  past  year  twelve  teachers  have  been  employed. 
There  have  been  but  few  changes  in  our  corps  of  teachers. 

The  teachers  have  been  loyal  and  have  given  us  their  best  ef- 
fort. Never  in  the  history  of  the  public  schools  of  Maine,  have 
teachers  of  experience  and  qualifications  been  so  difficult  to  pro- 
cure as  during  the  past  year. 

Teachers  have  become  better  acquainted  in  their  respective  com- 
munities thereby  gaining  the  support  of  those  directly  interested 
in  our  public  schools. 

Very  little  criticism  is  heard.  It  was  found  necessary  in  order 
to  retain  some  of  our  teachers  to  give  a  small  increase  in  salary. 
Last  year  the  average  salary  was  $7.97  per  week.  At  the  close  of 
the  winter  term  of  the  year  just  past  the  average  salary  was  $8.25 
per  week.  Some  of  the  teachers  have  experienced  difficulties  in 
obtaining  boarding  places  as  few  families  in  our  community  care 
to  take  a  boarder.  I  think  I  am  right  in  saying  that  our  teachers 
rank  among  the  best  in  the  state. 

TEACHERS'  MEETINGS. 
To  keep  a  system  of  schools  in  a  progressive  condition,  and  to 
keep  them  from  settling  into  mere  routine  work  requires  profess- 
ional study  and  enthusiasm  and  an  awakening  of  the  sentiment 
that  self  improvement  is  a  necessity.  The  teachers  should  keep 
themselves  mentally  fresh,  interested  and  in  touch  with  educa- 
tional thought  and  progress. 
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Then,  too,  it  is  well  for  any  band  of  workers  to  stop  and  take 
account  of  stock,  to  render  an  account  and  to  make  such  observa- 
tions as  will  enable  them  to  determine  exactly  where  they  are  and 
why  they  are  there.  To  this  end  teachers  meetings,  open  to  the 
public,  have  been  held.  Special  efforts  have  been  made  this  year 
to  aid  the  teachers  in  the  more  general  adoption  of  the  more  ap- 
proved method  of  modern  times  and  in  the  application  of  these 
methods  with  skill  and  efficiency.  The  public  as  well  as  teachers 
has  taken  an  active  interest  in  these  meetings  and  I  have  done  all 
in  my  power  to  lay  plans  and  set  up  ideals  of  achievement  that 
should  be  worthy  of  their  best  efforts. 

ATTENDANCE. 
During  the  past  year  we  have  been  free  from  measles,  mumps 
and  other  contagious  diseases  thus  making  the  attendance  regular 
and  punctual.    This  has  been  a  great  help  in  the  efficiency  of 
the  pupils. 

UNITY. 

One  of  the  most  difficult  problems  encountered  during  the  year 
has  been  how  to  overcome  the  vast  difference  in  the  efficiency  of 
the  schools.  I  believe  it  is  possible  with  close  supervision  and 
proper  teaching  to  get  just  as  good  results  from  rural  schools  as 
can  be  gotten  from  the  village  schools.  By  frequent  visits,  care- 
ful attention  to  details  and  the  hearty  co-operation  of  teachers,  I 
have  been  able  to  bring  about  a  unity  of  our  school  system  that  is 
far  ahead  of  my  expectations. 

Teachers  have  responded  loyally  to  every  suggestion.  Schools 
formerly  reported  as  indolent,  restless,  lacking  interest  etc  ;  are 
now  doing  good  wonk.  Pupils  answer  questions  in  full  statements. 
The  rising  inflection  that  has  been  much  in  evidence  is  almost  whol- 
ly a  thing  of  the  past.  The  boys  and  girls  stand  erect,  sit  properly 
and  always  rise  when  called  upon  to  recite.  The  aim  of  each 
school  is  to  develop  morally,  physically  and  intellectually. 

Instruction  is  given  along  the  lines  of  temperance,  effects  of 
alcoholic  drinks  and  narcotics  upon  the  human  system.  Corporal 
punishment  has  been  employed  only  as  a  last  resort.  By  my 
system  of  reports  from  teachers  to  superintendent,  and  in  frequent 
visits  to  the  schools,  I  have  been  enabled  to  keep  in  touch  witb 
the  most  minute  detail  of  the  school  work. 

At  the  close  of  the  spring  term  there  was  a  general  meet- 
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ing  at  the  town  house  of  pupils,  teachers  and  friends.  A  pro- 
gram of  literary  exercises  was  carried  out.  An  enjoyable  as  well 
as  a  profitable  day  was  passed.  During  the  fall  term  the  meeting 
for  teachers  only,  was  held  at  Yarmouth.  At  this  meeting  the 
teachers  of  Falmouth  were  given  an  opportunity  to  view  the  work 
of  other  teachers.  During  the  winter  term  the  teachers'  meeting 
was  held  at  the  town  house.  At  this  meeting  there  was  a  large 
attendance.  All  the  teaching  exercises  were  given  by  the  teach- 
ers 'of  Falmouth.  The  exercises  showed  the  work  of  the  Fal- 
mouth schools.  The  State  Superintendent  and  several  other 
leading  educators  of  the  State  were  present.  Exhibitions  of  the 
written  work 'of  the  various  schools  were  shown. 

TUITION  PUPILS. 
During  the  present  year  I  have  certificated  three  pupils  for  high 
school  work.  I  am  a  firm  believer  in  higher  education  yet  I  do 
not  think  that  pupils  should  be  promoted  to  the  high  school  until 
they  are  properly  qualified  to  do  high  school  work.  I  have  person- 
ally visited  each  high  school,  seminary  and  institute  at  which 
pupils  from  Falmouth  were  in  attendance.  I  found  that  all,  with 
possibly  two  exceptions,  are  doing  good  work.  During  the  com- 
ing year  the  number  of  pupils  promoted  to  high  schools  will  about 
equal  the  number  that  will  have  completed  the  high  school  courses. 

SCHOOL  BUILDINGS. 
Nearly  all  the  buildings  are  in  good  condition.  Extensive  re- 
pairs were  made  on  No.  1.  The  ceiling  was  in  such  a  condition 
that  it  was  necessary  to  expend  more  than  the  committee  had  es- 
timated. The  out-buildings  of  many  of  the  ♦school  houses  need 
attention.  When  the  out-buildings  are  connected  with  the  main 
building  similar  to  those  at  No.  9,  we  find  very  little  trouble  in 
keeping  them  in  good  condition.  Each  building  was  cleaned  and 
fumigated  before  the  opening  of  the  fall  term.  The  building  at 
No.  5,  needs  shingling.  The  walls  need  attention.  New  black- 
boards will  be  absolutely  necessary.  We  need  some  seats  and 
desks  suitable  for  small  children  especially  at  No.  1..  The  out- 
buildings at  No.  7,  need  renovation.  The  same  can  be  said  of 
No.  3. 

TEXT  BOOKS. 
Strict  economy  has  been  practiced  in  the  general  school  supplies. 
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New  grammars  were  purchased  and  each  school  has  been  supplied 
with  enough  for  present  needs.  During  the  coming  year  we  shall 
need  to  purchase  readers  as  the  supply  is  exhausted. 

IN  GENERAL. 
I  suggest  that  we  increase  the  number  of  weeks  in  the  school 
year.  Our  neighboring  towns  are  having  from  thirty-three  to  thir- 
ty-six weeks.  The  annual  taxation  cost  for  each  pupil  enrolled  in 
our  schools  for  the  past  year  is  $7.04.  The  annual  taxation  cost 
for  each  pupil  in  the  state  is  about  $15.  It  thus  being  evident 
that  we  are  far  from  being  extravagant  in  school  expenditures. 

In  closing  I  wish  to  thank  the  teachers,  pupils  and  people  for 
their  hearty  co-operation  and  kind  words  of  encouragement.
